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considerations, the Governor General in Council is satisfied that no founda- 
tion in fact exists for any such imputations. His Excellency the Viceroy is 
certain from his personal knowledge of the conduct of three ies of 
State for India—Lord Halifax, the Duke of ll, and Lord Salisbury—whose 
term of office her extends over a period of 14 years out of the 17 years 


that have expired since the Government of India was transferred from the 
East India Company to the Crown, that no such pressure has been exercised 
‘by them upon the distribution of patronage in ia. In his own case His 


Excellency desires to say that no os paid whatever have been pressed 
be him'by the Duke of Argyll or Lord Salisbury, who have filled the office 
of Secretary of State during the four years that he has been in India; and he 
has every reason to believe that other Secretaries of State have similarly 
abstained from exerting any such pressure. The blame then, if any be justly 
due for the manner in which patronage has been exercised in India, must rest 
upon the Indian authorities alone, and this is the sense in which the charges 
vanced by Mr. Lowe will be examined. ; 
6. The appointments to which the charges refer may be divided into three 
. classes— 
1st.—Appointments made to certain offices under the Imperial Act of 
PES6! (24and 25 Vic., C. 54). . 
2nd.—Appointments made to the Punjab and Oudh Commissions, and to 
the other Provinces commonly called “ Non-Regulation.” 
8rd.—Certain appointments not included under the two preceding 
classes. 


The distinction between these classes of appointments is well known to 
those who are conversant with the law of India. The offices placed in the 
first class were, previous to the Act of 1861, reserved by law to members of 
Ve Civil Service, and were only opened to others under the provisions of that 
Act. The offices comprised under the second and third classes have never 
been, and are not now, reserved by law to members of the Civil Service. In 
the words of Sir Charles Wood’s despatch to the Government of India of the 

, 9th of August 1861— 


“ For all other situations without any restriction, Europeans and Natives, subjects of Her 
Majesty, are equally eligible under the general rules laid down by the several Governments in 
“ India for the supply of those offiegs which the law does not require to be filled by members 
“of the Civil Service.” * mm re : 


7, It would bedifficult, if not impossible, to ascertain after a consider- 
able lapse of time the precise reasons for every appointment which has been 
made in India during a series of years; but the fo ron made by Mr. Lowe are 
capable of some examination in etail, and for this purpose the three classes 
of appointments will be considered successively, and the particular appoint- 
ments of which Mr. Lowe has complained will be noticed in their proper 


laces. 

. 8, It is first alleged that the Act of 1861 has been abused. Mr. Lowe 
is reported to have said that there was— 

“4 point up to which everything went fair with the Civil Service. * * The period in which 
s Gin dadiins of the system took place was 1861. In that year an Act was haar -enabling 
“the Indian Government, under certain very stringent safeguards, as they were considered, to 
“appoint persons other than Civil Servants to offices which had hitherto Meas appropriated to 
“ members of the Civil Service of India.” * * * “Those evil consequences which I am 
“about to describe as haying taken place in India did occur in consequence of this Act.” 


Mr. Lowe then quoted extracts from opinions given before the Act was passed 
by Mr. Ross penely Mae and Lord Lawrence stating their apprehensions 
that the Act would be abused. These opinions, Mr. Lowe added,— 

- “ seém to me to be absolutely prophetic when one comes to consider what has happened.” 

“9. The object of the Act was correctly stated by Mr. Lowe, and was 
briefly described by Sir Charles Wood in his despatch to the Government of 
India of the 9th of August 1861 to be— 3 

’ «to make such provision for the future that, whilst due regard was paid to the claims of the 
“ Coyenanted Servants of the Government, no absolute bar should remain against the employ- 
“ ment of any person who might be the best fitted to fill any particular situation.” 
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‘The question for present consideration is, whether the experience of 15° 
years hows find the securities ih fin in the Act’ 1 improper appoint- 
inents have been sufficient, or Mr. Lowe’s assertion that the ers given to — 
the Government of India and the Home Government conjointly have been 
abused is correct. _o 

10. ‘The appointments that have been made under the provisions of the 
Act of 1861 up to the present time are— —* |

Secretary to the Government of India in the Foreign Depart- ~ 
ment. Oolonel Durand’s qualifications for this post are well 
known. Pee 

‘(2.)—Mr. Wylie was appointed in 1862 Deputy Secretary to the Gov- 

ernment of Tadia in the Legislative Branch of the- Home 
Department. Mr. Wylie was the Clerk of the Legislative Council 
constituted under the 16th and 17th Vic., Cap. 95, and was. 
selected for that office by reason of his legal training and- 
experience. When the constitution of the Legislative Council 
was changed by the Act of 1861, his services were retained in - 
the discharge of similar duties under a different title. eer 

(3.)\—Captain’St. George was appointed in 1862 Assistant Secretary to 
the Government of India in the Legislative Branch of the Home 
Department. Captain St. George was selected for. this office in 
consequence of his qualifications as an Orientalist, it being the 4 
special duty of the Assistant Secretary to explain papers to the 
Native Members of the Council who are unacquainted with the’ 
English language, and otherwise to assist them in such manner 
as they may require. 

(4.)—Mr. A, G. Macpherson (Barrister-at-Law) was appointed in 182 

‘ to be Secretary to the Government of Bengal in the Legislative 
Department. In this office,-as in the corresponding office under 
the Government of India, special qualifications ‘as a draughtsman 
are required. ; : 

The three last mentioned appointments only technically came under ° 

» the provisions of the Act. 
(5.)—Baboo Tarucknath Sen was appointed in 1862 to officiate for six 
« months as Additional Judge of the 24-Pergunnahs, because there 
was no Covenanted Civil Servant whose ices could be ¥ 

(6.)—Mr. H. L, Thompson, Judge of the Small Court in: ea, 
was appointed‘ in 1862 to officiate for eight months as Addi- 
tional Judge at Backergunge, because there was no Covenanted 

A Civil Servant available. 

(7.)—Mr. Whitley Stokes was appointed in 1870 Secretary to the Govern- 
ment of India in the Legislative Department. The post is one 
demanding the qualifications and experience of a draughtsman 
of Acts of Parliament, which no members of .the Civil Service 

@ had then scquieed. ~ } 

8.)—Captain Henderson was appointed in 1872 Under-Secretary 
Government of India in the Foreign Department. Ceniaia 
Henderson’s advancement . was entirely due to his ability, espe- 
cially in Oriental languages. He is an officer of the Madras 
Army, and possessed no other interest than the strong recom- 
mendations of the officers under whom he had served, and the 
personal experience of the Viceroy in regard to his qualifications. 

(9.)—Mr, Gay was appointed in 1869 to officiate as Accountant-General 
iS Bengal. .

11. Besides the above, 11 Uncovenanted Officers of the Financial rt 

ment have since the year 1861 been appointed from time to time to perform 

_ the duties of Accountants-General for short periods varying from 1 to 8 ~ 
months, whilst the ent incumbents were on leave. It was not, con- 

sidered that these latter appointments came under the Act of 1861. Wheth 
‘ : “Ss . 
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this was a correct construction of the Act may be open to question; 
but the Government of India of the time acted under the most competent 
advice, andthe appointments themselves were both justifiable and neces- 
sary. It would have been improper to have placed an untrained Civilian 
to perform the duty of Accountant-General, which requires special training. 
Moreover, the short periods for which the appointments were made render 
them of slight importance in so far as the interests of the Civil Service 
are concerned. me of these temporary appointments, that of Mr. 
Kiernander, was alluded to by Mr. Lowe, who stated that Mr. Kiernander was 
gazetted— 

“to be in charge of the Office of Accountant-General instead of being Accountant- 
«General, although he draws the {ull pay and performs all the duties.” 


The facts are thatthe appointment was only an officiating one for 85 
days, and that the pay Mr. Kiernander drew was not much more than 
half that of the Civil Servant who held the’ permanent appointment. 

12. The appointments made under the Act of 1861 show that the safe- 
guards against its abuse have been amply sufficient. When only six 
permanent appointments have been made under that Act in 15 years, 
the interests of the Civil Service can hardly have been seriously pre- 
judiced. ‘The imputation that advantage has been taken of the Act 
to make improper appointments falls to’ the ground by the mere statement 
of the names and qualifications of the officers who have been appointed 
under its provisions. 

13. The Government of India will next examine the charges which are 
contained in Mr. Lowe’s speech against the appointments which have been 
made to the’ Punjab and Oudh Commissions. These charges are based upon 

Resolution issued by the Government of India in 1856, which will be found 
among the papers presented to Parliament previous to Mr. Lowe’s motion. 
When that Resolution was issued, the pay of the higher appointments in the 
Punjab and Oudh was much lower than the pay of similar appointments in the 
North-Western Provinces ; and the Civil Servants employed in the Punjab 
and Qudh, who had originally been taken from the North-Western Provinces, 
complained’ that they had been treated hardly, and that all the more lucrative 
appointments fell to the share of their fellows who had remained in the North- 

est. The main object of the Resolution, as explained in the correspondence 
laid before Parliament and as appears upon the face of the Resolution itself, 
was to secure forthe officers serving in the Punjab and Oudh a proper share 
of the more. lucrative appointments of the North-Western Provinces, and 
it was laid down that; the claims of those officers should always be taken 
into consideration when vacancies occurred in such appointments. The Reso- 
lution therefore was primarily intended to withdraw Civilians from the Punjab 
and Oudh as their length of service increased, and to bring them back to the 
North-Western Provinces; and it actually had that effect. 

14, Lord Dalhousie, as a supplement to these orders, desiring that the 
military element should, not predominate in the Non-Regulation Provinces, 
directed—(1) that first appointments to the Punjab and Oudh should be so 
filled as ually to secure an equal number of Civilians to that of Military 
and Uncovenanted Officers; and (2)— 

“that when a Civilian was promoted out of the Punjab and Oudh to the North-Western 
Provinces, a Civilian should be selected by the Government of India from the North-Western 
“Provinces and posted to either Commission as an Assistant Commissioner or as a Deputy 
“Commissioner of, any grade, as the Government might think fit, such vacancies being 
& considered as exceptional and the consequent arrangements discretionary with the Gov- 
“ernment. 
It was not intended that these orders should be injurious to the Military 
Officers serving on the Commissions; it is expressly stated in the letter 
itten under Lord Dalhousie’s instructions to the jab Government in 
planation of the Resolution that—

Lord Lawrence said 
that it was— : 


‘pot desired that any Military Officer now in civil employ in the Punjab, who is entitled 


“to promotion, should in any case be superseded by a Covenanted Civil Servant, who is junior 
“in the Commission, and who has not otherwise stronger claim for promotion, merely for the 
“object of restoring the prescribed proportion of Civil and Military Officers in the upper 
“grades.” 

15. Mr. Lowe says that up to the year 1861 no complaint can be 
brought against the manner in which appointments were made in India, but 
he complains in the strongest language of the appointments and promotions 
that have been made since that time, describing them as “one great job 
from beginning to end.” ‘ 

16. It is, however, to the appointments made before 1861 that the 
present, condition of the higher ranks of those Commissions is almost en- 
tirely due. Owing to the loss of life in the Mutiny and other causes, 
there was not up to the year 1862 a sufficient number of Civil Ser- 
vants available to fill the vacancies caused by the promotion of Civil 
Servants from the Punjab and Oudh into the North-Western Provinces, or to 
supply enough Civil Servants to ‘secure the proper proportion in filling first 
appointments to the Punjab and Oudh Commissions. This is proved by the 
correspondence of the time, and it appears from the papers which were pre- 
sented to Parliament previous to Mr. Lowe’s motion, in which it will be 
found that the Lieutenant-Governor of the North-Western Provinces in May 
1862 declined to spare Civilians from those Provinces. The Government of 
India requested the Home Government then and before to reinforce the ranks 
of the Civil Service; but in the meantime it was impossible to arrive at the 
proportion contemplated in the Resolution of 1856 between Civil Servants 
’ and Military and Uncovenanted Officers. The failure did not arise from favor- 
itism, or from neglect of the interests of the Civil Servants, but simply be- 
cause their numbers were not sufficient to fill the vacancies. It was not until 
an increased supply of Civilians had arrived in India in 1861 and after- 
wards, and they had qualified themselves for service, that there were enough 
Civilians to admit of their extensive employment in the Non-Regulation 
Provinces. 

17. So much oryten wes has existed upon this subject that the his- 
‘ory and condition of the Punjab and Oudh Commissions will be more fully 


exp : 
18. In the Punjab, when junior Civilians were available, the higher 
ranks of the Commission had pondaaliy by the force of circumstances become 
filled by a large proportion of Military Officers. This was mainly owing to 
the fact that many Civilians left the Punjab in order to secure the compara- 
tively high rates of pay which’obtained in the Regulation Provinces. The 
Government of India would have been guilty of injustice if they had super- 
seded the Military Officers who remained by young Civil Servants. Mtr. 
Lowe does not suggest that this should have been done, and the Civil 
Servants of the North-Western Provinces in their memorial expressly state 
that they do not advocate any such measure. Yet this was the only way in 
which the proportion of Civilians in the higher ranks Pacers, | in the 
resolution of 1856 could have been secured. 
19. The present condition of the Punjab Commission is as follows :— 
There are 10 Commissioners, cf whom 6 are Military Officers and 4 are

There are 11 Deputy Commissioners of the 2nd class. Of these, 7 are — 


Military Officers, and 4 are Civil Servants, Of the 7 Mi Officers, 5 were 


appointed to the Punjab Commission before the issue of Lord Dalhousie’s

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Resolution of 1856; the other 2 Military Officers and the 4 Civil Servants 
were saps ors 1857-58-59. 

re are 10 Deputy Commissioners of. the 8rd class. Of these, 2 
are Civil Servants appointed after 1856, one is an Uncovenanted Officer, 
and 7 are Military Officers. Of these, the Uncovenanted Officer and ong of the 
Military Officers were appointed before the issue of the Resolution of 1856; 
the remaining 6 Military, Officers were appointed inthe years 1858-59-60— 


_ all were appointed before 1861, up to which date Mr. Lowe has’no complaint 
to make. 


20. In these ranks, therefore,. which constitute all the higher grades 
of the Punjab Commission, no ground exists to support Mr. Lowe’s asser- 
tion that— 

“men of good family and connections have been placed in the Civil Service to the exelu- 
“ sion = those for whom Lord Dalhousie’s Resolution declared that the service should be 
“ reservi ; ” 

and Mr. Lowe has made no attempt to seers by proofs his further asser- 
tion that “over and over again” Civilians found— 

“others put over their heads until almost all the best posts in these Provinces were filled, 
“and the Civilians were kept in the lowest grades.” 

It is almost unnecessary to say that there is no foundation whatever for this 
assertion. 

21. From returns received from the Lieutenant-Governor of the Punjab, 
it appears that the following appointments have been made to the Punjab 
Commission in and after the year 1862 :— 

69 Civilians. 
80 Military Officers. 
5 Uncovenanted Officers. 
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The proportion of Civilians appointed has been considerably more than 
that laid down by Lord Dalhousie, and equal to that laid down by Lord 
Lawrence. 

._ 22. In order to understand the causes of the present condition of the 
Oudh Commission,-it is necessary to remember its history. It was first con- 
stituted early in the year 1856. The rage broke out in 1857, and the Com- 
mission was re-constituted in April 1858, after the Province had been re-oc- 
cupied. : 

' 23. Up to the outbreak of the mutiny in 1857, 50 appointments had been 
made to the Commission, comprising 25 Civil Servants, 20 Officers of the 
Army, and 5 Uncovenanted Officers. 

Of the 25 Civil Sérvants, 11 were killed or died during the Mutiny, and 
12 had left Oudh before the Commission was re-constituted. So that. only 
two Officers, Sir George Couper and Mr. Capper, out of the 25 Civil Servants 
who had been Saad since 1856, actually took their place upon the 
Commission of 1858. 

Of the 20 Officers of the Army, 6 were killed or died during the Mutiny, 


“and 7 had left Oudh, so that 7 Officers of the Army who belonged to the 


old Commission took their places upon the Commission of 1858. 

Of the 5 Uncovenanted Officers, 2 died or were killed during the mutiny, 
one had left Oudh, and 2 took their places upon the Commission of 1858. 

24, Thus it arose that in the early days of the re-constituted Com- 
mission, the number of the Military and Uncovenanted Officers who had be- 
longed to the old Commission exceeded that of the Civilians. At that time, 
owing to the loss of life.in the Mutiny, there was a great want of Civil Ser- 
yants in Upper India; it was necessary to fill the ranks of the Oudh Commis- 
sion, and the deficiency of Civil Servants was supplied from Officers of the 
Army, many of whom owing to the mutiny of the regiments to which they 
belonged were available, and from Uncovenanted Officers some of whom had 
distingui themselves in the Mutiny while others had filled subordinate 
situations in the Administration. 

Aes . Ithas thus occurred that in the higher grades of the Commission 
the number of Military and _Uncovenanted Officers is now unduly large as 
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with that’ of Civil Servants. This has arisen not only from the 
Sern of Civil Servants before the year 1861, but also because, as in the case 
the Punjab, many of the Civil Servants who were appointed: to Oudh have 
chosen to leave the Province in order to take advan of the better pros- 
pects which were then o to them in the North-Western Provinces and 
elsewhere. Of the 16 Civil Servants appointed to Oudh on the re-constitution 
of the Commission, only 4 now remain in Oudh; the» remaining 12 left for 
their own advantage at a time when it was difficult, if not impossible, to, 
replacethem by other Civil Servants of experience. a 
26. From returns received from the Chief Commissioner of Oudh, 
it appears that the following appointments have been made to the Oudh 
Commission in and after 1862 :— ; 
42 Civilians, 
33 Military Officers. 
10 Uncovenanted Officers. 
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The, proportion of Civilians appointed has been equal to that laid down by 
Lord Dalhousie, but is less than that laid down by Lord Lawrence. It is 
impossible to say precisely what led to a larger proportion of Military and 
Uncovenanted Officers having been appointed in Oudh than in the Punjab. 
But it is obvious, from 13 Civilians having been appointed in 1865, that as soon 
as young Civil Servants were available they were freely appointed to the junior 
ranks. As in the case of the Punjab, it would have been both unjust and * 
contrary to the public interests to have placed young Civil Servants in the 
higher ranks over the heads of Officers who had done good service on the 
Commission. The present condition of the Oudh Commission is, that while in 
the lower ranks the proportion of Civil Servants is ample, the higher 
ranks have, by the force of circumstances, become filled in more than due 
proportion with Officers of the Army and Uncovenanted Officers who, especially 
the latter, found it to be to their interest to remain in Oudh. 

27. Mr. Lowe has alluded to two appointments of Uncovenanted 
Officers to the Oudh Commission which he considered to have been impro- 
per—those of Mr. Gibson and Mr. Butts. He complains that Mr. Gibson 
“was appointed to the post of Assistant Commissioner in 1864, when 240 Civilians had just 
“been sent to India in the three preceding years, and there was a surplus of them in 
“every province.” 

The facts are that Mr. Gibson having served in 1857 as a yolunteer 
in the Meerut Light Horse was appointed Adjutant of the Moradabad Bat- * 
talion. That appointment was abolished in 1861, when he was appointed: an 
Assistant Superintendent of the Oudh Police. In 1864 he was permitted to 
exchange his appointment with Major (now Colonel) MacGregor, who was 
then an Assistant Comntissioner#m Oudh, and whose place “Mr. Gibson oc- 
eupies on the Commission. The arrangement was obviously one which did not 
affect the prospects of employment of young Civilians. Mr. Butts was one 
of the Officers engaged upon the Oudh settlement operations who were absorb- 
ed in the Oudh Commission in 1878, when he was appointed an Assistant 
Commissioner of the 3rd grade, his position on the list being determined © 
by the same rules that were applied to other Settlement Officers. The 
following notice of his service and appointment is taken from the letter of 
the Chief Commissioner of Oudh of the 9th of January 1873 :— 

“Mr. Butts was 2 a ap to be an Extra Assistant Commissioner, 3rd , On 
“Rs. 250 on the 3rd July 1863, and stood 5th in this grade, when, in November 1865, 
“he was transferred to the Settlement Department as an Assistant Settlement Officer on 
“Rs, 600; his name has therefore been entered in the list of 3rd grade’ Assistant Com- 
*« missioners from the date of his transfer,” 

28. Mr. Lowe has also referred to the appointment in 1872 of Major 
James, who was then serving in the Central India Horse, to a Deputy Com- 
missionership of the 4th class in the Central Provinces: ‘This appointment 
was made by Lord Mayo on the recommendation of Sir Hem Daly, the. 

t to the Governor General for Central India, entirely upon public grounds, 
which are described by him in a letter annexed, to this Resolution, 















: ‘of Jl This gentleman, who had been for some time in

80. Sufficient has been said to show that there is no foundation for Mr. 
Lowe’s charges against the Government of India in regard to the second class 
of appointments upon which he has commented, viz., those made to the Punjab 
and Oudh Commissions; and that the assertion attributed to him that promo- 
tion in the Non-Regulation Provinces has been “one great job from nning 
to end” is grossly incorrect. These appointments are not reserved by law to the 
Civil Service; the policy of the Government of India has been to preserve, so 
far as is practicable and just, a due proportion of Civil Servants in all ranks of © 
the Non-Regulation Commissions, and when the facts are fnlly set forth it will 
be obvious that neither in their general treatment of the Punjab and Oudh 
Commissions, nor in the particular instances cited by Mr. Lowe, are the author- 
ities in India open to the grave charges that have been brought against them. 
81. , It only remains to notice the third class of appointments to which 
Mr. Lowe has referred, namely, those which, equally with the last class, are not 
reserved by law to members of the Civil Service, but which do not belong to the 
Non-Regulation Provinces. They are of a miscellaneous character, and most 
of them appertain to branches of the Administration in which special depart- 
ments have been created, manned by Military. or Uncovenanted Officers upon 
a lower scale of pay than that enjoyed by Civil Servants. In the majority 
of these appointments it would be unjust to pass over the claims of men who 
have served long in the departments in favour of a Civil Servant. 
82. Mr. Lowe has mentioned three cases, in which he conceives that 
improper appointments of this kind have been made :— 2 
1st, that of Mr. Kempson, who was appointed Director of Public Tnstruc- 
tion; 2nd, that of Mr. R. A. Lloyd, who was appointed a Professor of Literature 
and an Inspector of Schools; and 3rd, that. of Mr. sass, a who was appointed 
S. 


to be Assistant Superintendent of the Terai Perg All these appoint- 


ments were made in the North-Western Provinces. 
83... As regards the two appointments in the Educational Department, 
Mr, Lowe is reported to have stated that his atterttion had been directed to the 
aims of the Civil Servants of the North-Western Provinces in consequenée 
. of his having filled the office of Secretary*to the Board of Control in the years 


from 1853 to 1855. He might before attacking these appointments at least _ 


have recalled to his recollection the educational licy which was adopted 
at that time. The well known Edueational despatch of 1854 from the Court 
of Directors contains the following passage :-— 

- “Tt may, perhaps be advisable that the first Heads of the Educational Department, 
<< ag-well ee cue of the Inspectors, should be members of our Civil Service, as such appoint- 
“ments, inthe first instance, would tend to raise the estimation in which these offices

36. These observations will suffice to show with how little consideration.

Major (then Lieutenant) James was one thus 
sent by the Commander-in-Chief of Madras (Sir P. Grant).
